As a supplement to physics, La¬ 
fayette offers a course in electronics.

Fellowship 
Is Awarded 

Mr. Irwin Dolkart, chairman of 
Lafayette's Physical Science Depart¬ 
ment, has won a Shell Merit Fellow¬ 
ship to study at Cornell University 
this summer. The course is to run 
from June 27 through August 10, five 
days a week, for six weeks. 

Each year, since 1956, the Shell 
Companies Foundation Incorporated, 
has sponsored these fellowship pro¬ 
grams to help improve instruction in 
high school chemistry, physics, and 
mathematics, and at the same time, 
to recognize meritorious teachers in 
these fields.

Math Team Competes 
In M.A.A. Contest

On Thursday, March 8, approximately thirty members of the Lafayette 
Math Team competed in a math contest sponsored by the Mathematics 
Association of America (MAA). 

The contest, which is held in both Canada and the United States, is 
rated on the basis of the top three scorers of each school. Among the thirty 
students who participated in this contest, Harvey Epstein, 8-12, Charles 
Cohen, 8-15, and Kenny Kramer, 6-2 achieved the highest scores. Harvey 
received 126 points out of a possible* - 
150. Charles attained 95.75 points, and 


Kenny totaled 84 points. 

The examination consisted of fifty 
questions based on the students' 
knowledge of geometry and algebra. 
The time allotted was eighty minutes. 
In addition to the three members who 
placed on top, Allen Friedman, Steven 
Minsker, Joel Spruck, Arthur Mar- 
golies, Seymour Goldstein and Richard 
Fateman totaled comparatively high 
scores. 

The team's composite score of 
305.75 was attained by adding all the 
individual students' scores. This was 
then submitted to the test headquart¬ 
ers as the score for Lafayette. 

rMr. Irwin Kaufman, coach of the 
Math Team, feels that our team can 
possibly place among the top ten per¬ 
cent of the country. He attributes the 
team's success to the fact that through 
hard work it placed very well in the 
city last term. Of the thirty teams 
represented, Lafayette placed ahead 
of Erasmus, Midwood, Madison and 
New Utrecht. 

This year's Math Team is headed 
by captain Harvey Epstein and co¬ 
captain Ina Cooper, who have both 
shown their ability through their 
scores in the season's competition.

Transit Authority Invites 

Journalists to Luncheon 

Two members of the Lafayette News Staff were invited to lunch and to tour the garage and repair shop of the 
Surface Division of the Transit Authority, on March 14th, as guests of the* Transit Authority. 

After the journalists from forty-one high schools were served lunch, a movie entitled, “The Daily Miracle,” 
was shown. This film was highly enlightening. 

Since Lafayette is so close to one of the T.A.’s ten bus garages, many students think that all buses which 
go through Brooklyn pass through the garage located at Twenty-fifth Avenue; however, this is a fallacy. The T.A. 
owns and maintains 2081 buses which travel sixty-six million miles annually, over 560 miles of route. These 
buses carry 413 million passengers a year, of which forty million are student passengers. The buses operate over 
six million round trips throughout the System. 

As Mr. Hyman Feldman, General Superintendent of the Surface division for the T.A. stated, a bus could 
run for miles without any additional gasoline. Of course this is because they don’t run on gasoline. Buses operate 
on Diesel fuel. Approximately sixteen million gallons of Diesel fuel are used by the Surface Division annually. 

The main purpose of this invitation was to bring a better understanding of maintenance problems to the stu¬ 
dents. The most outstanding of these problems is “upholstery.” Upon arriving at the Upholstery Shop, during 
the tour, one can see a complete complement of upholsterers needlessly spending the tapayer’s money. About a 
quarter of a million dollars is spent every year on the reupholstery of buses.^

program, which was taped on March 8, is being televised by the Board of 
Education to show teachers the benefit of audio-lingual teaching.

Mr. Feldman also said, “Many people say that school students do 
not cause this destruction of city property, but take it from me, they do. 
As sure as the day of school starts, I know buses will roll into the garage 
with tom seats.” This quarter of a million dollars which is spent on these 
two problems is wasted money since it can all be avoided by a little thought! 




Nowadays more boys and girls are thinking about 
going to college and more parents are interested in 
figuring out ways of helping to support their college- 
bound youngsters. There are three ways in which the 
Board of Regents has tried to enlarge the opportunities 
for all who are able to profit from higher education:

We have received word that our class of June 1962 has already won 
107 Regents Scholarships and we anticipate receiving at least 25 more by 
means of alternates. We are proud of our success because we believe in 
the encouragement of talent and the pursuit of intellectual excellence. 

However, there are still other means available for those who seek to 
obtain a college education. Some colleges provide a cooperative work-and- 
study plan; for example, George Tech. Some colleges provide on-the-campus 
jobs to cover the cost of either tuition on board. Others may go to evening 
college and complete their studies in approximately six years while holding 
a full-time day job. Some can manage to pay their expenses by. working 
part-time, or evenings and Saturdays and summers to meet the yearly bills. 

In other words, there is no excuse for anyone who has the gumption and 
desire to go to college. Your future is in your hands now!

CONGRATULATION SENIORS: The New York State Incentive Awards 
do not have the status nor the monetary value of the State Scholarships, 
but $100 to $300 a year toward college expenses can come in real handy. 
Those students who achieved a minimum of 100 on the State Scholarship 
examination were notified of their winning the Incentive Award. Those who 
achieve a minimum of 800 as combined score on the College Boards will 
also be eligible for this award; this group will be given a later opportunity 
to apply for this award. To be eligible, however, for the monetary assistance, 
the student must attend an insitution of higher learning that has a tuition 
fee of more than $200 a year; he must carry a program of 12 or more points. 
The purpose of the Incentive Award is to encourage all who have the 
ability; if you did win one or will be eligible for this award, why not take 
advantage of this offer! 

JUNIORS LEFT OUT IN THE COLD: Every year we have five or six 
disappointed students come into the office. Tl^ey had not planned to attend 
college, and then something happened. They now want to go. Can we do 
something about it! Of course we can, but you have to be careful of your 
timing. If you make your mind up after thp last of the College Boards, then 
you are restricting yourself to a very small number of colleges. The far 
better procedure is to take the College Boards if you are an academic or 
commercial student. File applications when filing time is announced. Then, 
when you are accepted by a college, at that time, you can make your decision 
as to going or not.

A SECOND CHANCE: We are indeed fortunate to have available at this 
time a two-year liberal arts program at Staten Island Community College.

The 
advantage to Lafayette is that students who achieve a average slighly below 
the Borooklyn College or City, or Hunter requirements have a second chance 
to make good.
